Stoner Hill, which ran a dead heat witli 
Usury, was by far the best and only stupidity on 
the part of Radtke prevented him from taking all 
of first money. He had a lead of three lengths 
when rounding the stretch bend. Radtke l>egan 
easing him up with the result that when Usury 
challenged strongly in the last sixteenth, he w’as 
unprepariMl for the rush and was extremely fortunate 
to make it a dead heat. On AuruinasUw he lost a 
raw that 1 m' should have won easily but for making 
the mistake of being loo far out of the running in 
the first part of the race. Los Angeleno lasted long 
enough to beat him out to the finish by a head. In 
the second and third races he was clearly outridden 
by I5ewell and J. Johnson respectively, but was 
probably' on inferior horses when mounted on Fargo 
and Helen Lucas. His other mount was Enverite.

OWNERS ARE URGED TO REPORT DEATHS. 

“One of the importai stalls of turf affairs in 
which breerlers and owners are sadly negligent is 
reporting the death of horses that die in the stud 
or while racing,” says tlie Morning Telegraph. 
*'I.lke many other details of turf management, the 
breeders ami owners are proue to treat this as a 
matter of little importance, but such is not the 
case. 

“It Is not ouB of vital imiiortance in making the 



published accounts were accepted as evidence, and 
the records fixeil accordingly. 

“Some months later the horse reported dead 
showeil up to fill a stake engagement. The books of 
the Jockey Club showed that he had been declared 
from all engagements under the death rule. Tlie 
records were corrected, but since that time the 
Jockey Club refuses to act except on the written 
report of an owner in such cases. 

“It is especially essential that prompt reports be 
made at this time, in view of the fact that 
Volume IX. of the Stud Book is to be produced this 
year. Every one is interested, or should be, in the 
accuracy and completeness of this wwk, and prompt 
reiiorts in case of the death of a horse W'ill mate 
rially aid to this end.”

New Yorki February 9. — ^The workwatchers have 
had their time pieees in action at Gravesend these 
past three, mornings. Wednesday was the first time 
since the racing season closed that it has been 
worth while to time a horse, but the Graveseud 
course is in such good coudition that the liorsemeu 
defied the cold and were busy. Superintendent 

Duupliy rail the scrapers over the track, and it was 
as smooth as a billiard table afterward. There is 
a good cushion on the track that a dry freeze will 
not hurt materially, and the horsemen can sec 
some actual work ahead of them. 

It was James McLaughlin, who lu^s to be a fac- 
tor at Bennings, that gave work for the split sec- 
ond machines. McLaughlin set his colt Poet down 
for a half mile, which he covered in .55 flat. This 
is more like work than anything seen yet this year. 
McLaughlin’s other horses w’cre sent along at a 
two-minute gait. He has seven two-year-olds win- 
tering at Garth’s farm in Virginia which he will 
take over at Bennings. 

In the Bennington lot was First Water, whicli has 
not yet gone to John Hynes’ equine sanitarium in 
Connecticut. He apiieared to be in good condition 
and should give a good account of himself if he 
stands the training ordeal. Blondheim, the light- 
w’oight rider of the Bennington stable, has returned 
from New Orleans. 

At Sheepshead Bay Rowe had bis full stable out 
on the yearling or exercise track. The great Sy- 
sonby was in the band and made a circuit of the 
track. He looks like the great horse that he un- 
doubtedly is, was full of life and evidently en- 
joyed his freedom from the shed and stall. 

Con Leighton, who handled the racing stable of 
W. L. Scott, the Pennsylvania turfman long since 
dead, has seven useful looking horses at Graveseud. 
Four are two-year-olds and the others one year older. 

W. C. Daly, w’ho i^d his property near the 
Gravesend track some tifte ago, has bought a bouse 
in Avenue U and Twelfth street, Homecrest, and 
will take possession at once. 



Gerald Evans, who was ruleil off at City Park, 
is a Clilcagu man. He was at one lime a clerk 
ill .Marshall FicM’s retail sl<*rc. Later be was a 
clerk at Wasliingtoii Park. W. H. Rudolpb is a 
native of Harrison.
